may revoke such delegation of powers or may itself exercise 
the powers under the said section, if in its opinion such a 
course of action is necessary in the public interest.

No. F.10-2/2010-U.3(A)—Whereas the Central Government 
is empowered under Section 3 of the University Grants 


Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the 
UGC, an institution of higher learning as a Deemed-to-be- 
University. 

2. And whereas, on the advice of the UGC, Vellore Institute 
of Technology, Vellore, Tamil Nadu was declared as an 
'Institution Deemed-to-be-University', for the purposes of the 
aforesaid Act, vide this Ministry's Notification No. F.9-2/99/ 
U3 dated the 19th June, 2001. 

3. And further whereas, the Institution "Deemed-to-be- 
University" has submitted a proposal on 23rd December, 2009 
seeking permission for establishment of an off-campus centre 
at Chennai under the ambit of "Vellore Institute of 
Technology". 

4. And whereas, the Ministry vide its letter No. 10-2/2010/ 
U3(A) dated 13th May, 2010 has forwarded the proposal of 
VIT to UGC for examinations and recommendations. UGC was 
further informed vide letter dated 14.05.2010 that the Vellore 
Institute of Technology, Vellore was placed in Category 'B' 
which was found deficient in some aspects by the Review 
Committee that was constituted to review the functioning of 
existing Deemed to be Universities. UGC was also advised 
that while examining the proposal of VIT it should keep in 
mind the findings of the Review Committee. 

5. And whereas, the proposal was examined by the UGC 
Expert Committee as per provisions contained in the UGC 
(Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2010. 
The report of the Committee was placed before the Commission 
in its 473rd meeting held on 13.12.2010. The Commission's 
resolution is as under :— 

"This item was deferred with the observations that the 
matter may be kept in abeyance until a policy for Category-B 
institutions, on the subject, is put in place." 

6. And whereas, MHRD constituted a Task Force on 
21st February, 2011 to examine compliance reports of Category 
'B' Institutions Deemed to be Universities regarding 
rectification of the Deficiencies pointed out by the Review 
Committee. Considering the compliance report of VIT, the Task 
Force has upgraded the institute from Category 'B' to Category 
'A' and the same was conveyed to UGC vide letter No. F.9-26/ 
2009/U3(A) dated 20.12.2012. 

7. And whereas, keeping in mind this Ministry's letter dated 
20th December, 2012, the recommendation of the Expert 
Committee was again considered by the Commission in its 
492nd meeting held on 11th March, 2013. The Commission's 
resolution is as under :— 

"To consider the Report of the Expert Committee which 
visited the Chennai Off-Campus centre of Vellore Institute of 
Technology (Deemed to be University), Vellore, Tamil Nadu 
to consider its inclusion under the ambit of the Deemed to be 
University. The Commission approved the proposal 
prospectively". 
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8. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, on 
the advice of the University Grants Commission (UGC), do 
hereby declare that VIT, Chennai shall be a constituent 
teaching unit and the ambit of VIT, Institution Deemed-to-be- 
Usniversity, Vellore, as an off-campus centre prospectively 
subject to biennial review for six years and subsequently after 
five years, subject to usual terms and conditions as prescribed 


under the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) 
Regulations, 2010. 

9. The declaration as made in Para 8 above is further subject 
to fulfillment of the conditions mentioned at Sr. No. 5 of the 
endorsement to this notification.
